When he reached Somrar, the Mujahids were trying 
to encircle the village and on spotting Shri Arjun Singh’s 
party opened fire. In the meantime, the Mujahids had also 
received reinforcements. Although very much out-number- 
ed, Shri Arjun Singh's small force faced the enemy with 
undaunted courage and forced them to withdraw leaving be- 
hind considerable looted property. 

Soon after this encounter Shri Arjun Singh and his party 
reached village Janpalia and were again attacked by the 
Mujahids. Shri Singh and his men repulsed the attack with 
courage. Later that day, Shri Arjun Singh received infor- 
mation that the Mujahids were looting and harassing Hindu 
families who were migrating to India. Shri Singh immediately 
rushed to the spot and drove the Mujahids off. When Shri 
Arjun Singh returned to his post at about 1930 hours the 
enemy started shelling the post. Although very tired, Shri 
Singh and his men bravely engaged the enemy and succeeded 
in repulsing the attack.
